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Response to Arguments : 

Applicant alleges that Mastrianni fails to teach regulating 
communications for user based upon classification of user as an 
adult or a child because Mastrianni teaches that the email 
restriction criteria would be specified per user and not 
according to user classification. 

The examiner disagrees. Mastrianni per user configuration 
clearly can be used in many applications including a home 
environment where the email system can be configured to limit 
contents directed to a child's account while allowing all 
messages to be delivered to an adult ( see paragraph 35 ) . It is 
submitted that Mastrianni discloses the invention as claimed, 
the fact that it discloses additional limitations not claimed is 
irrelevant . 

Applicant also alleges that Mastrianni does not teach 
arranging the user interface in accordance with whether the user 
has a child persona. 

The examiner disagrees. Mastrianni teaches disabling 
certain functions within the email interface for a child user, 
e.g., the child can view but can't access an email attachment 
( see par. 36 ) .
